THE family of a 14-year-old school¬ 
girl who died after being hit by a 
lorry in New Malden have said 
they “hold no malice” towards the 
driver and “wish him the best” fol¬ 
lowing an inquest into her death. 

Lavna Chuttoo, a pupil at 
Coombe Girls’ School in New 
Malden, was killed instantly by 
the lorry at the junction of Lime 
Grove and Coombe Road on her 
way to school on November 17. 

The driver stopped and was not 
arrested. 

The crash precipitated a flood 
of complaints about heavy goods 
vehicles using residential streets 
during rush hour. 

Lavna’s father, Chetananand 
Chuttoo, spoke to the Kingston 
Guardian after her inquest at 
West London Coroner’s Court on 
Tuesday. 

He paid tribute to his daughter, 
saying she had “left a legacy”. 

He said: “She got people togeth¬ 
er. I’ve got a lot of support from 
the local community. Her school 
was marvellous, and her friends. 
They were very good. 

“Lavna was looking forward to 
joining the Army Cadets this year. 

“Unfortunately it never hap¬ 
pened but she’s actually bring¬ 
ing people together, it was her 
message.” 

Coroner Chinyere Inyama re¬ 
corded a conclusion of death by 
head injury in a road traffic colli¬ 
sion. 

He had read statements from 
collision investigators who found 
there were no defects with the lor¬ 
ry that killed Lavna. 

One said: “[The driver] passed 
Miss Chuttoo about 45m before 
Lime Grove. After passing she was 
unlikely to have been visible. 

“It’s very likely to say the foot¬ 
way was clear of pedestrians.” 

The report said Lavna had been 
on the crossing for about one

second before she was hit by the 
lorry, that it was “very unlikely” 
the driver could have seen her be¬ 
fore the crash, and that there was 
a “very limited opportunity” for 
him to have avoided it. 

The first investigator conclud¬ 
ed: “Miss Chuttoo could have 
avoided this had she paid proper 
attention when crossing the road.” 

A second investigator said the 
driver was an “experienced lorry 
driver”, and had been “seriously 
affected” by Lavna’s death. 

Lavna “effectively ran into the 
path of the lorry and was killed”, 
according to witnesses and CCTV, 
he concluded. 

Mr Chuttoo’s father in law, Nor¬ 
man Gregory, said the family held 
“no malice” against the driver 
for Lavna’s death, saying she was 
“a diamond”. 

Mr Chuttoo added: “I know the 
driver was very traumatised, I 
know in his place I would be. 

“I did get his condolences and I 


wish him the best.” 

Concerns were raised about 
the safety of the junction follow¬ 
ing Lavna’s death, with a petition 
headed by Rosebery Avenue resi¬ 
dent Jenny Stuart put to Kingston 
Council in February. 

Mr Chuttoo criticised the coun¬ 
cil for doing “nothing” about the 
junction. 

He said: “The local authority 
should’ve done more. 

“Nothing has been done about 
it yet, it’s a massive shame. They 
have a duty of care.” 

A Kingston Council spokesman 
said: “This was a tragic accident 
and our first thoughts are with 
the family. Road traffic police 
immediately carried out a full in¬ 
vestigation into this incident and 
in addition to this a joint site as¬ 
sessment with the police and the 
council was held. 

“The conclusion is that no fault 
can be found specifically around 
the layout of the junction. 


“The wellbeing of pedestrians, 
cyclists and motorists is of para¬ 
mount importance to the council 
and road safety is a matter we take 
extremely seriously” 

Tributes read out in the in¬ 
quest from friends and family said 
Lavna was unique, caring and 
considerate. 

One friend said the “most offen¬ 
sive thing she called anyone was 
‘you bimbo’” and the “last thing 
she did was laugh”. 

The friend added: “She remind¬ 
ed us all to value what we have and 
remain laughing to the end.” 

Councillors will hear sugges¬ 
tions on how to improve the junc¬ 
tion at a Maidens and Coombe 
neighbourhood committee meet¬ 
ing in September. 

Nelson Mandela’s granddaugh¬ 
ter Zoleka visited Lavna’s former 
school in June as part of a road 
safety campaign.

KINGSTON Hospital must im¬ 
prove to ensure its services are 
safe and effective after Govern¬ 
ment inspectors reported missed 
targets and a lack of good hy¬ 
giene in A&E. 

The Care Quality Commission 
came down particularly hard 
on Kingston’s emergency de¬ 
partment in a report published 
last week. It said reporting of 
safety incidents was “not fully 
embedded”, that clinical equip¬ 
ment should be better cleaned 
and that a string of authorities, 
including Kingston CCG, the 
regulator Monitor, NHS England 
and patients’ forums had raised 
concerns about it. 

The CQC’s report, released six 
months after January’s three- 
day inspection, said: “A lack of 
service planning and a lack of 
robust capacity and demand 
modelling had resulted in the 
emergency department not be¬ 
ing in a position to consistently 
meet the needs of the local peo¬ 
ple. There was a high number of 
new and inexperienced nursing 
staff in the emergency depart-

ment and not enough permanent 
shift leaders or doctors to cover 
the rota.” 

Ambulance handover targets 
and the goal of seeing 95 per cent 
of patients within four hours 
were not always met. 

Nursing director Duncan Bur¬ 
ton said the hospital’s deficit 
of nurses had halved since this 
time last year. 

He added that more were 
due to start work in the com¬ 
ing months and that “we have a 
number of ongoing mechanisms 
in place to recruit and retain 
nurses, which include interna¬ 
tional recruitment, more career 
development programmes to at¬ 
tract and retain our nurses, and 
later this year we will be increas¬ 
ing the number of student nurse 
placements in the hospital”. 

The CQC said the hospital had 
to improve in four of five main 
areas—safety, effectiveness, re¬ 
sponsiveness and management. 
Separately, however, surgery, 
critical care, maternity and gy¬ 
naecology, services for children 
and young people, and end of life 
care were rated as ‘good’ overall. 

Urgent and emergency ser¬ 
vices, medical care, outpatients 
and diagnostic imaging required 
improvement. The safe storage 
of medicines was a concern in a 
number of departments. 

Workers were highly praised 
for their caring approach, as was 
the hospital’s dementia strategy. 

The chief inspector of hos¬ 
pitals, Prof Sir Mike Richards, 
said: “Staff demonstrated an im¬ 
pressive understanding of their 
role in addressing the needs of 
people at the end of life and of 
providing sensitive and compas¬ 
sionate care.” 

The report added that feed¬ 
back from patients and families 
was “almost entirely positive”. 

Inspectors said: “Patients re¬ 
ported receiving care and treat¬ 
ment from staff who were com¬ 
passionate, kind and attentive. 

“A relative of a patient we 
spoke with described the care as 
‘world class’. Patients described 
how they could ask any health 
professional any questions asso¬ 
ciated with their care and treat¬ 
ment needs.” 

Austerity imposed by succes¬ 
sive governments slashed the 
hospital’s budget and increased 
its costs, forcing previous chief 


executive Kate Grimes to run 
a financial deficit in order to 
maintain the quality of services. 

Bosses expect to be back in the 
black by the end of 2016-17. 

New chief executive Ann Rad- 
more was officially installed 
in April following a period of 
‘acting’ cover for Ms Grimes, 
having left the London Ambu¬ 
lance Service during a crisis of 
poor emergency response times. 
She said A&E performance was 
much improved since January. 

She added: “In January the 
A&E leadership was new. We 
hover around the 95 per cent 
mark and we often hit it on week¬ 
days. Five of our departments 
were rated ‘good’ but overall we 
require improvement. It is an 
odd system. We are at the top 
of a broad spectrum and on the 
cusp of ‘good’.” 

Asked whether the hospital 
would achieve a better grade if 
it was reinspected tomorrow, Ms 
Radmore said: “I do not know. 

“There were a lot of ‘goods’ 
but obviously we want to be out¬ 
standing and we are working 
hard towards that.” 

The problems highlighted by 
the CQC were already known to 
hospital leaders, she added. 

She said: “Progress in A&E, 
medicine and outpatients and 
diagnostics is very much down 
to the whole hospital working to¬ 
gether. We will also be extending 
our work with partners outside 
the hospital.” 

The hospital has promised to 
work particularly on recording 
risks in A&E and taking “timely 
action” to manage them. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
James Berry described the re¬ 
port as “disappointing”. 

He said: “Residents are enti¬ 
tled to expect that our hospital 
achieves a ‘good’, if not ‘out¬ 
standing’, rating from the CQC, 
so this report is disappointing. 

“From what I have seen on 
regular visits to Kingston Hospi¬ 
tal, however, this rating bears no 
reflection on the hard work and 
dedication of the staff.” 

The way hospitals are inspect¬ 
ed has now changed, and the 
CQC will no longer take three 
days to inspect every depart¬ 
ment every few years. Instead, 
one hospital department will un¬ 
dergo an unannounced inspec¬ 
tion every year.

Inevitably people look to 
home and think about their 
own safety and that of their 
families. 

“To assure residents, all 
public events have safety re¬ 
views as part of the standard 
planning process, but we will 
now revisit these to ensure 
we have taken all the meas¬ 
ures we can to keep everyone 
safe. 

“We must emphasise that 
this is not being done in re¬ 
spect of any specific concerns 
but merely to ensure that we 
have been as robust as we can 
in light of yesterday’s tragic 
attack in France.” 

The driver, who was shot 
dead by police, has since 
been named as Mohamed La- 
houaiej-Bouhlel.

A DRIVER has called on 
Kingston Council to “pay 
back everyone” after it was 
revealed more than 5,500 
fines had been issued to mo¬ 
torists in one year for using a 
15m bus lane in Chessington. 

A Freedom of Information 
request sent to the council 
revealed that from May 5, 
2015 to May 6, this year, 5,537 
penalty charge notices were 
issued to motorists illegally 
driving through the bus lane 
at the junction of Oakcroft 
Road with Sanger Avenue. 

The figure translates to 
an average of about 15 fines 
every day 

With a minimum charge of 
£65, that means some £359,905 
could have been paid to the 
council, minus any success¬ 
ful appeals. 

Christopher Guthrie, 64, of 
Sheridan Terrace, in Hove, 
sent the request after he 
was caught out in April and 
forced to pay the fine. 

He said: “I was visiting 


the library in Hook. I was 
driving around, lost actual¬ 
ly, and found myself driving 
through this industrial es¬ 
tate. I didn’t even know I’d 
driven through it until I got 
the letter. I’ve spent quite a 
lot of time being angry, I feel 


like I’ve been mugged. 

“It’s shocking, just the 
number. What I’d really love 
is for them to pay back every¬ 
one - I don’t suppose that 
would happen. 

“I paid it in the end, you 
just think, ‘What chance have 


you got?’ 

“I’ve written to them ask¬ 
ing them to at least put up a 
sign further back.” 

In June 2014, the Kingston 
Guardian revealed drivers 
who veered into bus lanes 
and box junctions paid near¬ 


ly £890,000 to Kingston Coun¬ 
cil in just 12 weeks. 

Council leader Kevin Da¬ 
vis vowed then to review the 
fines regime due to the speed 
of the council in issuing fines 
for ‘minor offences’. 

Clive Chase, councillor 
for Chessington North, said: 
“The thing is a lot of cars 
used to go through there and 
we had a lot of complaints in 
the past so it’s doing what it’s 
supposed to do. 

“It’s very tempting to go 
through that lane. We’ve had 
discussions with our high¬ 
ways department, they are 
happy with the signs. 

“It’s an awful lot of people. 
They haven’t been installed 
for that many moons I sup¬ 
pose. I think that number 
will fall. We’re not deliberate¬ 
ly trying to catch people out.” 

A council spokesman said 
in 2014: “If drivers complied 
with traffic regulations [in 
Cox Lane] then the CCTV car 
could be sent to ensure safety 
in other places.” 

Money from fines pays for 
the cost of enforcement and 
any surplus can be used for 
road maintenance.

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Teacher sacked over 
explicit H R Giger art

AN ART teacher was sacked af¬ 
ter a GCSE pupil stumbled upon 
explicit images when googling 
an artist at a New Malden school, 
a tribunal has heard. 

Peter Knowles, 54, also alleg¬ 
edly followed a Muslim student 
around a classroom at Coombe 
Boys’ School with a pair of scis¬ 
sors and began to “pretend he 
was cutting his beard” in au¬ 
tumn 2013. But the student was 
not interviewed by the school, 
the hearing was told. 

A pupil was also left “very con¬ 
cerned” when Mr Knowles used 
the word “flange” in a conver¬ 
sation with two students during 
a school detention, an employ¬ 
ment tribunal in Croydon heard 
last week. 

Mr Knowles had chosen surre¬ 
alist artist HR Giger for a GCSE 
class at the school, which led one 
student to use a school computer 
to research the artist and discov¬ 
er the “inappropriate” images. 

Head teacher Deborah Walls 
made the decision to sack Mr 
Knowles after the allegations 
surfaced in autumn 2013. 

Speaking to the tribunal, Mrs

Walls said: “There were state¬ 
ments taken from the pupils 
and from staff and those were 
brought to my attention. 

“I think there was care and 
concern towards [Mr Knowles] 
all the way through the process. 
It was a difficult time, it was very 
sensitive and we needed to ascer¬ 
tain what the situation was. I 
needed to make a decision that I 
felt was right for the school.” 

Mr Knowles, who lives in 
Dorking, is suing the Coombe 
Secondary Schools Academy 
Trust for unfair dismissal and 
disability discrimination. 

Representing himself in the 
tribunal, he argued that it is easy 
to access explicit material online 
and that he had done enough to 
safeguard pupils. 

Mr Knowles was not at the 


school when the Year 12 pupil 
googled Giger and the class was 
being overseen by another teach¬ 
er. 

He told the court that when 
the allegations first surfaced Ms 
Walls told colleagues to “keep 
stum” and not to talk to him, 
even though staff acknowledged 
he was “really struggling”. 

Regarding the Giger incident, 
he said: “I have to ask the ques¬ 
tion, ‘What more could I have 
done?”’ 

He added: “The accusation 
was that I had attempted to cut 
off the beard. It’s been reported 
so many different ways, this in¬ 
cident.” 

But Ms Walls stood by her de¬ 
cision when questioned by Mr 
Knowles. 

She said: “You were aware that 
there were inappropriate images 
linked to Giger. 

“Interviewing the [Muslim] 
student is something that could 
have been done.” 

Regarding the use of the 
word ‘flange’, Ms Walls said she 
thought there were “inappropri¬ 
ate” double meanings. 

HR Giger is most famous for 
his designs for sci-fi thriller Al¬ 
ien, but is also known for his sex¬ 
ually explicit paintings. 

The tribunal continues.

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Nightclub agrees to cut its 
capacity in licence review

THE owners of the borough’s 
largest nightclub have urged 
Kingston police to “be more 
cautious” after the force 
called for a review of its li¬ 
cence despite a drop in crime. 

Pryzm bosses agreed a deal 
with police to cut capacity by 
10 per cent to 1,800 people and 
to stop serving drinks at 3am 
- approved by councillors last 
week. 

Licensing officer PC James 
Hartland claimed managers 
had failed to address issues 
around four incidents over 
Christmas and new year in¬ 
cluding a sexual assault, and 
alleged irregularities in re¬ 
cord keeping. 

But a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request by the Kingston 
Guardian revealed emergen¬ 
cy calls for police to attend 
the superclub dropped 45 per 
cent in two years. Violent 
crimes against people had 
also dropped. 

Pryzm is owned by Deltic 
Group, which also runs King¬ 
ston’s second-biggest club 
Hippodrome. 


A spokeswoman for Delt¬ 
ic Group said: “A successful 
night-time economy is essen¬ 
tial to any prosperous town. 
This type of exaggerated 
negative publicity will only 
stop people from coming into 
Kingston. 

“Pryzm is a professional¬ 
ly-run club, a key employer 
and works hard to ensure 
Kingston is a safe and fun 
place to go out at night. 

“While we will accept the 
minor changes to our licence, 
we feel that the case brought 
by the police was not in keep¬ 
ing with the ‘partnership’ ap¬ 
proach we fully support. 

“We would urge the police 
to consider any future re¬ 
views of licences in Kingston 
with more caution and work 
with professional operators, 
such as us, to address any is¬ 
sues head-on and responsibly 

“We note that many resi¬ 
dents and a significant uni¬ 
versity population are at¬ 
tracted to Kingston because 
it is a vibrant and desirable 
place to live and study, helped 
by a thriving night-time econ¬ 
omy and we hope the council 
takes this into account too.” 

“To make sure Kingston 
has a buoyant late-night sec¬

tor we need to be reinforcing 
the positive contributions 
that economy and communi¬ 
ty not focusing on the nega¬ 
tives.” 

Ch Supt Glenn Tunstall 
said: “I fully recognise the 
need to have a vibrant and 
balanced night-time economy 
and, of course, I understand 
the benefits this can bring to 
the community, including the 
business community 

“However, the overriding 


priority for when anybody 
visits our town, is that we 
must do everything in our 
power to keep them safe. 

“If we consider that a li¬ 
censed premises is not main¬ 
taining the standards expect¬ 
ed, and we have evidence that 
they are putting the safety of 
the public at risk, or there is 
an increase in crime, we will 
bring this to their attention 
and we will work with them 
to try and deliver improve¬ 
ment. If after an agreed pe¬ 
riod of time the expected 
standards are still not being 
met, we will then use the full 
powers of the Licensing Act 
to ensure the safety of the 
public. 

“I am very proud of the 
fact that Kingston is recog¬ 
nised, across London and be¬ 
yond, as best practice in how 
to police a vibrant and busy 
night time economy 

“I can reassure you that I 
will always try to make very 
considered and informed 
decisions when considering 
to invoke a licensing review, 
but there will be no caution 
and no hesitation when it 
comes to ensuring the safety 
of everyone.” 

During a hearing at the 


Guildhall, Deltic’s barrister 
Philip Kolvin QC described 
the club’s licence as “one 
of the most conditioned” in 
the UK with 65 conditions 
already in place. Kingston 
Council’s licensing sub-com¬ 
mittee also heard from 
disgruntled residents who 
complained about noise and 
disruption from clubbers. 

Alistair Baldwin, who lives 
in Ceres Court off Fife Road, 
said: “We are affected at least 
three nights a week. It is uri¬ 
nating, swearing, it is a lot 
of things that are very very 
unpleasant.” 

Residents who went to 
ask where the rowdy revel¬ 
lers had been were told it 


was Pryzm “nine out of ten 
times”, he said. 

Mr Kolvin said the club 
employs 30 dispersal staff to 
make sure there is no trouble 
when clubbers are leaving. 

He added that the club 
management also holds res¬ 
ident forums for people to 
voice their concerns. 

Committee chairman 
Councillor Ian George said: 
“There is some concern that 
the security staff are not 
being proactive enough and 
that is an ongoing issue.” 

Councillors mandated that 
the club’s dispersal team 
patrol down the east of Fife 
Road as an extra licensing 
condition.

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Passers-by did not help multiple sclerosis sufferer Gabrielle 

Stranded wheelchair 
user saved by officers

A WHEELCHAIR user had to be 
rescued by police officers after 
she was left stranded in torren¬ 
tial rain for almost an hour. 

Gabrielle Adjei, who suffers 
from multiple sclerosis, was on 
her way to the shops when her 
electric wheelchair broke down 
in Galsworthy Road at 2.30pm on 
Monday. 

A sudden, torrential down¬ 
pour left Ms Adjei, who had 
dressed only in linen trousers 
and a jacket when she left home, 
stranded on the pavement, soak¬ 
ing wet and freezing cold. 

When she tried to flag down 
passing traffic no one stopped to 
help, a Kingston police spokes¬ 
man said. 

About 45 minutes later and 
left with no other option, Ms Ad¬ 
jei called the police. 

Ms Adjei said: “I have never 
been so frightened. 

“I was stuck, unable to move 
and I didn’t know who to turn to. 
I was soaked through and freez¬ 
ing cold.

“I know this is something they 
normally wouldn’t do, but I had 
no choice. These officers rescued 
me from a horrendous situation 
and I will always be grateful.” 

PCs Steve Ogles and Ollie Bur¬ 
gess, of Kingston police, arrived 
and attempted to fix Ms Adjei’s 
wheelchair, before realising it 
was beyond repair and calling 
for a police van. 


They then carried Ms Adjei 
into the van, turned on the heat¬ 
ing and took her home. 

PC Ogles said: “A big part of 
policing is helping those in mo¬ 
ments of need and protecting 
the vulnerable. 

“This was an unusual situa¬ 
tion for us. 

“However, we were more than 
happy to help, it’s all a part of 
the job.” 

Lisa Ehlers, chief executive 
of the Kingston Centre for Inde¬ 
pendent Living, said she had not 
been made aware of many sim¬ 
ilar instances in Kingston but 
that such stories were a concern. 

She said: “I don’t know what 
to say, it’s a sad comment on so¬ 
ciety, it’s horrible. 

“People need to have more 
awareness of disabilities, peo¬ 
ple just don’t know what to do, I 
suppose. 

“That’s a sad state of affairs if 
she’s by herself.” 

In February, disability rights 
campaigners from across the 
country were up in arms after 
a young woman was left in the 
freezing cold when a bus driver 
drove away as she attempted to 
board a bus in Kingston.

union in a dispute over the 
role of conductors. 

Passenger services di¬ 
rector Alex Foulds said 
the axed trains would 
mean ‘a better, more con¬ 
sistent service’. 

But an RMT spokesman 
said: “Only in the insane 
parallel universe inhabit¬ 
ed by Southern Rail could 
you cancel hundreds of 
trains a day and then 
dress it up as running an 
improved service.”

Decision on homes 'perverse’ 


TO SAY that the judgement of 
Kingston’s development control 
committee was perverse is put¬ 
ting it mildly 

This society, together with the 
Kingston Residents’ Alliance and 
others, fought bitterly to prevent 
the centre of our ‘historic mar¬ 
ket town’ from being corrupted 
by the construction of two over¬ 
whelming developments, The 
Old Post Office site and, even 
worse, the Eden Quarter scheme, 
both of which require extensive 


demolition. 

The same committee has 
twice refused applications for 
a residential development on 
the old Tesco site at Tolworth, a 
site that has been cleared for 15 
years. 

The refusal was for two rea¬ 
sons: 

Firstly the density although 
the applicant had reduced it 
from the previous application 
and omitted two tower blocks. 

It should be noted that a pre¬ 


vious application for four addi¬ 
tional towers next to Tolworth 
Tower had been approved. 

Secondly the impact that ad¬ 
ditional housing would have 
on traffic near and around Tol¬ 
worth roundabout. 

This despite representation 
by Transport for London that 
the project would not cause un¬ 
manageable traffic. 

We are told that the popula¬ 
tion of Kingston is to increase 
over the coming years—what 


effect will Brexit have on this, I 
wonder - and we are desperately 
in need of additional housing. 

So what is our council’s plan 
to achieve this? 

It seems that overpriced, con¬ 
gested flats in the town centre 
with minimum amenity space 
are preferable to a landscaped 
scheme on a vacant site on the 
outskirts which is crying out for 
development.

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Nine years have passed since Jason 
Bourne swam off at the end of 2007's 
triple Oscar-winning The Bourne 
Ultimatum, but now he is back. 

Neither star Matt Damon nor director 
Paul Greengrass were on board for 
2012's tepidly-received The Bourne 
Legacy, but fans and critics' anticipation 
went through the roof when they both 
announced they would return for a new 
adventure. 

The film, aptly titled Jason Bourne, sees 
Damon's eponymous amnesiac spy 
unexpectedly resurface. Scenes were shot 
around the world, including in Croydon 
and Woolwich Arsenal. 

For star Matt Damon, part of the joy of 
the film was reuniting the team from the 
franchise's previous instalments. 

Speaking to us on the red carpet at 
the film's European premiere in Leicester 
Square, he said: "It is really rare for us to 
get to work with the same people. 
"Normally you have a really 
intense six 
month period 
and then 
you kind of 
scatter

all over the world. But with these Bourne 
movies, this same group gets back 
together. This movie was nine years later 
and I think we were just smelling the roses 
and feeling lucky." 

British actor Riz Ahmed is a newcomer 
to the Bourne franchise and plays CIA 
tech specialist Aaron Kalloor. 

He told us: "I love these films. I've always 
wanted to work with Paul Greengrass - 
the things he stands for. 

"To me, he always seems to make 
intelligent movies. I knew when they were 
going to revive the franchise that it wasn't 
just about trying to make money. 

"They put a lot of thought behind it and 
thought long and hard about where they 
can bring some freshness to it and they 
really have. 

"The world of spycraft and espionage 
has changed drastically since the last 
in the series of films. It is right that we 
reinvestigate that." 

Matt Damon has clearly 
been vital to the films' success 
JHV to date, but just as crucial 
is the input of director Paul 
Greengrass. 

Born in Cheam and raised 
in Gravesend (where the 
cinema is named after 
him), he first picked up 
a camera while studying 
at Gravesend Grammar 
School. 

He went on to become 
an acclaimed journalist 
and documentary maker 
in the 1980s on the ITV 
current affairs show World 
in Action and penned the 


notorious book Spycatcher, which the 
British government at the time tried to 
ban. 

Talking to us on the Jason Bourne red 
carpet, Harry Potter actor Jason Isaacs 
said: "You can get great scripts, you 
can get great actors, you can get great 
cinematographers and you never know 
when it'll turn out right. 

"But I do know the meeting of Paul 
Greengrass and Matt Damon always 
seems to move the needle in terms of 
action films. Also they don't do pure 
action, they do stuff that is allied to 
character and interesting stories ripped 
from the headlines. Something happens 
when those two sit down to cover stories 
that is watchable." 

He added: "He came from British 
documentary making and he always 
makes films that no matter what the 
budget or what the scale that are as if you 
have been dropped in the middle of chaos 
and makes your heart race. He stimulates 
every part of your senses." 

Isaacs worked with Greengrass on 
2010's Green Zone, which also starred 
Matt Damon - and was partly filmed at 
Sandown Park Racecourse, doubling for 
Baghdad airport - and was effusive about 
the experience. 

He said: "He is endlessly interesting. 

You have to leave all of your normal 
skillset behind. He is not interested in 
what people normally do. He tells stories 
in a completely different way. 

"People ape the end the result but what 
they are missing is his process and his 
process is that of an incredibly smart, 
incredibly intuitive storyteller." 

Jason Bourne is out Wednesday, July 27.

If you saw Kevin McCloud stood 
outside the new-look Tara Theatre 
in Earlsfield gesticulating, it would 
make complete sense. 

After a £2.7million, the old 
Edwardian building in Garratt 
Lane would not look out of place 
on Grand Designs. 

Artistic director Jatinder Ver- 
ma, who was one of the five young 
Wandsworth residents who found¬ 
ed the Tara Arts theatre group in 
the late 1970s and saw it move 
into the building in 1983, said: 
'The principle thing has been we 
have taken the Mission Hall that 
we inherited - from when Earls¬ 
field Station was built in 1884 - 
and have transformed it into a cul¬ 
tural palace for the 21st century." 

Tara Theatre's redesign has tak¬ 
en inspiration from the traditional 
and the contemporary. 

Ornate antique doors imported 
from India are juxtaposed with 
wood panelling. The Edwardian 
fapade has been maintained, 
with 7,500 of the building original 
bricks reclaimed from the demoli¬ 
tion and reused in the auditorium. 

The essence of theatre, Mr 
Verma believes, is telling a sto¬ 
ry on the earth under a tree. To 
reflect that, Tara has a stage floor

It might not seem the ideal way 
of getting on the property ladder 
but for more and more young 
people, it is the only way to make 
the move. OnTheMarket.com 
considers shared ownership 

Getting a foot on the property 
ladder has become increasingly 
difficult for first time buyers and 
as a result shared ownership 
has become popular. Eligibility 
rules have recently been relaxed 
and in London alone - where the 
new London Mayor Sadiq Khan 
has pledged to extend shared 
ownership - an extra 175,000 
people now qualify for it. "It is 
the only option for some young 
people, so it is not surprising that 
the scheme has been expanded," 
explains estate agent Robin Innis. 

There is a wealth of information 
about shared ownership on sites 
such as sharetobuy.com and 
below is a guide to what you need 
to know about the scheme: 

1) Under shared ownership 
you buy a share of a property - 
between 25 per cent and 75 per 
cent - from a housing association. 
You then pay the housing 
association an 'affordable rent', 
which is significantly less than a 
commercial rent, on the portion of 
the property you do not own. 

2) There is a set of eligibility 
criteria for shared ownership 
schemes. First time buyers qualify 


but if your household is earning 
more than £80,000 a year, or 
£90,000 a year in London, you are 
not eligible. 

3) Even if you have owned 
property in the past, you could still 
be eligible for a shared ownership 
scheme in certain circumstances, 
for example, if you are recently 
divorced. Over 55s can take 
advantage of the OPSO scheme 
(older people's shared ownership 
scheme). The scheme can also be 
used by couples wishing to move 
to a larger property after having 
children. 

4) You will need to put down 
a deposit - usually 10 per cent 
- on the share of the property 
you have decided to buy. You will 
also be liable for stamp duty, 
conveyancing fees and other costs 
associated with home ownership. 

5) You should be able to take 
out a mortgage, subject to the 
normal credit checks by the 
lender on your shared ownership 
property, just as you would on a 
property you had bought outright. 

6 ) Properties available through 
the shared ownership scheme 
are leasehold and, in most cases, 
are new build or relatively new 
developments in a cluster of other 
shared ownership properties. 

You may have to pay service 
charges for the maintenance of 
the common parts on top of your 


rental and mortgage payments. 

7) Once you have a foot on 
the property ladder through 
the shared ownership scheme, 
you can steadily increase your 
stake in the housing market 
by increasing the proportion 
of your property which you 
own outright. By a process 
known as 'staircasing', you can 
theoretically increase your share 
from 25 per cent to 50 per cent 
to 75 per cent until you own the 
property outright. 


8 ) If you do get to own your 
home outright, you can sell it at 
your discretion - although the 
housing association must be 
given first refusal. Otherwise if 
you decide to move but still own 
only a share of the property, the 
housing association will put it up 
for resale and find a buyer. 

9) The single biggest attraction 
of shared ownership is financial. 
You will be able to get a foot on 
the housing ladder sooner than 
you otherwise would have done. 


You are also likely to find yourself 
in a community of like-minded 
people who have chosen the 
shared ownership option for the 
same reasons. 

10 ) On the downside, because 
you do not own the property 
outright, you will not be able 
to make the kind of alterations 
that you might want without 
the permission of the housing 
association, which acts as your 
landlord. You will be part-owner 
and part-tenant without the 


independence that comes with 
outright ownership. 

The shared ownership scheme 
will not suit everyone and you will 
need to do your sums carefully 
before taking the plunge, just 
as you would if you were buying 
a property outright. But for 
Generation Rent, it offers an 
exciting alternative path to home 
ownership.

The second generation C4 Picasso five-seat MPV has long 
been one of Citroen’s more interesting models. And it’s at its 
best with the top BlueHDi 150 diesel engine installed under the 
bonnet. JONATHAN CROUCH reports on the improved version. 

ON INI ROOD: 

CITROEN C4 PICASSO BIOEHD1150 


BACKGROUND: The second 
generation Citroen C4 Picasso 
brought a much needed injection 
of style to the compact five-seater 
MPV market. And did so while 
delivering practical substance as 
part of this most French of People 
Carrying propositions. Especially in 
BlueHDi 150 diesel form. 

It may have been created to go 
head to head with five-seat MPV 
rivals such as the Ford C-MAX and 
the Renault Scenic, but Citroen's 
C4 Picasso feels cut from rather 
different cloth. Emboldened by the 
success of their boutique DS line of 
cars, the French brand has decided 
to inject a measure of style and 
desirability into many of its other 
wares and the C4 Picasso still looks 


like something that's just driven off 
a motor show stand. 

DRIVING EXPERIENCE: It's 
a clever piece of product design 
and speaks to family buyers who 
need practicality but don't want 
to sacrifice style. That has usually 
meant that they buy crossovers or 
4x4s but these days, a fresh wave 
of increasingly high-concept MPVs 
like this C4 Picasso offer a real 
alternative. 

DESIGN AND BUILD: As before, 
this C4 Picasso is built on what 
Citroen calls its EMP2 platform, 
which has been co-developed with 
Peugeot and, like the Volkswagen 
Group's MQB chassis, is designed 
to be easily customisable to 
different configurations. This 


means that the vast majority of 
forthcoming Peugeot and Citroen 
products will ride on a version of 
these underpinnings. 

Citroen is keen to tell us that 
this platform helps to reduce kerb 
weight — which is clearly going to 
help when it comes to economy 
and emissions. But does that also 
mean the C4 Picasso is a sprightly 
handler? 

Sadly not. There's a fair amount 
of body roll and there's little in 
the way this car is set up that 
gives us too many clues about the 
inherent talent that's latent in the 
chassis. Ride quality isn't at all 
bad, with a slightly taut feel giving 
it a little more alertness than its 
predecessor and Citroen has clearly 



paid a lot of attention to improving 
refinement at speed. And speed 
is certainly in evidence in this top 
diesel BlueHDi 150 model, rest to 
62mph occupying 9.7s on the way 
to 130mph. 

MARKET AND MODEL: This 
revised model keeps the previous 
version's three-tiered light signature 
at the front, which is synonymous 
with Citroen's contemporary design 
language. The grille though, which 
is separated into two parts by the 
body-coloured bumper, has been 
updated and now sports a glossy 
black registration plate mount 
and a second air intake. Plus there 
are smarter 3D-effect rear lights, 
classier 17-inch diamond-cut alloy 
wheels and the option of a black 


two-tone roof. 

Otherwise, it's much as before, 
with clever interior packaging that 
designer Frederic Soubirou is clearly 
proud of. We like the optional 
lounge-style front passenger seat 
that features an extendable footrest 
and massage function. On a more 
practical note, there's a 537-litre 
boot that's 60-litres bigger than 
that of a Ford C-MAX. Slide the rear 
bench forward and you get up to 
630-litres. 

We'll deal with the long 
wheelbase C4 Grand Picasso 
separately, but the standard length 
car features three rear seats that 
can be slid back and forth, reclined 
or folded flat independently of one 
another. What's more, the floor is 


devoid of a raised tunnel, aiding 
utility still further. The side windows 
do angle in fairly sharply which can 
make taller rear seat passengers 
feel a little pinched but other than 
that it's hard to find fault. Materials 
quality in the cabin is smart, with 
classy metal finishes and simple yet 
effective ergonomics, something 
we have rarely been able to say of 
previous Citroens. 

COST: Expect to pay in the 
£24,000 to £27,000 bracket for 
this top BlueHDi 150 diesel variant, 
so you're looking at a premium of 
around £1,200 over the BlueHDi 
120 variant, the next diesel model 
down. That's a fraction more 
than some rivals with comparable 
powerplants.
